Without 
any great chimgo in form the sizo is rap- 
idly increased. Tho tenacity of life in 
tho frog is very great; it survives the 
severest wound. Tho frog is not only 
graceful and harmless, but it is actually 
useful in destroying insects and slugs 
injurious to vegetation.

body of the frog is soft and smooth, 
whiio that of the toad is thick and 
bulky.

The woman 
ivho has immy dreHrfOs c.uii afl'ord tilso to 
give it away or convert it to some other 
uso before it is worn, while the unobtru- 
sive dress easily lends itself to tiomo dif- 
ferent adjustment, which gives it an en- 
tirely now aspect. 


A woman who has but ouo best gown 


can "wear it with a dilTevenrv," like tho 
rue Ophelia oilers to her brother, so as 
to make it suitable to ninny occasions, 
especially if who hnvo Uvo waists, or 
"bodies," as tho English call them. One 
Bkirt will easily outlast two waists, and, 
therefore, this is a real .saving. 
But 


suppose that thoro bo but one waist, or 
the dress be niade all in one piece (than 
which there is no prettier fashion) and 
it should bo worn one dnj- high in the 
neck, with collar and cull's, on another 
day with the neck turned in, and a laoe 
or muslin fichu gracefully adjusted with 
bows or flowers, and a bit of lace at the 
wrists, tv pair of long gloves, and a more 
elaborate dressing of tho hair, it will be 
scarcely recognizable. 
But tho dross 


must be of a very general character, like 
black silk, or some dark color, or tho 
pleasure of the now impression is lost. 


Tlie wise person with a small capital 


never buys but a good and lasting thing. 
Each year sho adds one or two really 
solid possessions to her wardrobe, which, 
treated with core, last her many years. 
Thus on a roally small sura sho mny 
dress very beautifully, 
Without a capi- 


tal one is often obliged to buy what can 
last but a few months; but there is 
choice even hero. 


There is certainly a great, economy in 


a woman's adopting for occasions of 
ceremony ouo dress from which sho 
never diverges. It becomes hor char- 
acteristic, and thoro is even a kind of 
style and beauty in tho idea. The 
changing fashions in color and material 
pass without afl'octing her. Sho is novor 
induced to buy anything because it is 
now. She is always tho same. Tho 
dress in this case must have a certain 
simplicity. It costs her little thought 
and little time, and when tho old edi- 
tion, becoming worn, gives way to the 
new, 
the change is not perceived, nor is 


it noticed when tho now in its turn bo- 
comes old. 


Such dress as this must of course lio 


within certain limits. Suppose it to bo 
a black velvet; it would last, with care, 
at least five or six years. Suppose it to 
bo a whito cashmere—a dress of small 
cost; it could, with care, last two sea- 
sons ; and then, cleaned, last another 
season or two; and then, dyed, be 
turned into a walking dress to last two 
seasons more. 


If a dress is put on with grace, its 


owner alone is aware of its defects, and 
it is a kindness to the spectator if sho 
will keep hor own secret. 
In Trance, and I believe also in Italy, 


they have a poetic fashion of dedicating 
for a certain number of years (five, ton 
or twenty years, according to tho 
parents' fancy) young girls to tho Vir- 
gin. I do not know in what way they 
demonstrate tliis dedication, oxoept in 
tho color of their dress, which is al- 
ways, for all occasions, summer or win- 
tor, blue or whito, or whito and blue 
mixed. This affords more variety than 
at first thought it would seem to bo ca- 
pable of, for any shade ot blue may bo 
used. 
There is a great economy in. deciding 


on a few becoming colors in their sov1 
al shades and confining one's dress to 
thoso. 
Choosing colors that harmonize 


with each olhor—liko gray, black, pur- 
ply, 
blue, yellow, white—and never buy- 


ing any other colors, one may, in making 
over garments, use one with another, so 
that nothing is wasted. 


It is also important to know what 


point of dress to emphasize. For in- 
stance, one may oipend a large sum on 
a gown, and if tho shoes aro shabby or 
ill made, tlio gloves worn, and tho bon- 
net lacks style, the gown is entirely 
thrown away. But tho gown may bo no 
longer new; it must now be carefully 
brushed and well put on ; tho collar and 
euU's, or other neck and wrist trimmings 
must be in perfect order ; the boots well 
made and well blacked, even if not new ; 
tho gloves faultless, and the bonnet neat 
and stylish. 
Tho effect is of a well- 


dressed woman ; no man, and very few 
women, perceive that tho dress is not a 
new one.—Jfrs. T. W. Dcwiny, m Ifivr- 
per's Mayazine.

UOHSEHIA AiiiiissoN, Peosta, la, 


A I'rcvon'tivc i'or Hay-Fever. 


A few years ago Prof. Holmlioltz, the 


eminent German physician, published 
nu necotint of a remedy which bo found 
for true hay-fever. 
This was simply to 


apply to tho lining of the nose a solution 
of the sulphate of quinine by means of 
a small pipette, or pointed glass tube, 
•while lying witb tho chin, hold in the 
air. Since then a preventive has been 
discovered by Dr. Blakoly, and inde- 
pendently by Mr. Hanuay, of Cove Cas- 
tle, Lochhong, N. B. This consists in 
preventing tho hay-pollen entering the 
noso by pinching it with a spring-clip. 
Mr. Hannay also pings tho ducts of the 
eyes by means of dumb-bell shaped 
pieces of glass, -which can be readily re- 
moved. Curiously enough, hay-fever, 
which appears to bo duo to a tender lin- 
ing of the nostrils, is almost unknown, in 
Scotland, although common in the South 
of England, and tho observation has 
elicited tho curious explanation that the 
more callous membrane of the Scot is 
inherited from tho long line of snuff- 
taking ancestors.
